REMARKS 

Of the original claims, only Claim 1 1 has been retained in amended form, 
and that claim is believed to be patentable over the cited references for the reasons set forth 
herein. 

Claim 1 1 was rejected as being anticipated by the disclosure of the 
Nakajima patent. Both Claim 1 1 and Nakajima relate to a light source, a deflector, a 
mirror, and a lens, for directing image light to an image bearing member. However, as now 
amended, Claim 1 1 requires a "plurality of lenses" which "are provided on a downstream 
side of said mirror". Nakajima, on the other hand, as illustrated in Fig. 6A, for example, 
discloses a light path to image bearing member 28, and a light path to image bearing 
member 29, and neither of those light paths satisfy the terms of Claim 11. In the path to 
member 28 there are two mirrors having a single lens 18 disposed therebetween, and no 
plurality of lenses downstream of the mirror, as set forth in Applicants' Claim 11. In the 
path to member 29, Nakajima discloses only a single lens, not a plurality, downstream of a 
mirror 26. Again this differs from Claim 1 1 which requires a plurality of lenses disposed 
downstream, as illustrated, for example, in Figs. 1, 4, and 8 of Applicants' drawings. 

Applicants submit that the secondary references also fail to disclose this 
claimed structure of Claim 11. This important feature of Applicants' claimed invention 
permits the plurality of lenses to correct for an inclination or distortion of the mirrors. 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that amended Claim 1 1 is patentably distinct over 
the cited references, as are all of Claims 15-22 which depend therefrom.
